SAYS WALTER WELLMAN’S EX- 
PEDITION WAS FARCE. 


Chief Engineer of His Balloon Ex- 
‘pedition to North Pole Makes Re- 
markable Statement—Real Object 
‘of Trip Was to Get Material for 
Series of Lectures.

Valter Wellmon's balloon expedition 
to the North Pole, declared yesterday 
that the whole affair was a farce, or 
what he calls “Arctic American bluff,” 
adding: 

“The only serious member of the ex- 
pedition was Maj. Hersey, sent by the 
United States government for the pur- 
pose of making meteorological obser- 
vations.” 

Liwenthal says he was sent in ad- 
vance to cgnstruct an Arctic house, a 
workshop, a station for wireless teleg- 
raphy, a balloon shed and apparatus 
for making hydrogen gas, and took 
the thing seriousty until Wellman ar- 
rived, with four assistants, one of 
them being a doctor, who purposed to 
establish, on Dane's Island, a shop for 
selling the sking of white bears to 
tourists. 

The instruments brought by Maj. 
Hersey for observation consisted of a 
registering barometer, which was hung 
up among the hams and sausages; an 
anatometer, which was never un- 
packed, and a compass. This compass 
had one peculiarity—the north stood | 
where south should be. Afterfinspect- | 
ing these remarkable instruntents, La- | 
wenthal lost faith. 

The engineer states that Wellman ; 
gave orders to inflate the bailoon, no

Seattle Racer Repaired for 
Her Long Journey.

SEATTLE, May 8.—The yaw! Gwen- 
Golyn II of Seattle was scheduled to 
Start early Wednesday morning on

ing. For a small sailing craft to ac- 
complish a long ocean voyage is by 


no means unusual, but to enter in a, 


2400-mile battle against boats of near- 
ly twice the size, designed, built and 


sailed by men who have devoted their 


lives to the port, requires a good 
amount of the right kind of nerve. No 
wonder the Eliot Bay Yacht Club, 
which also fostered Ted Geary, de- 
signer of the 29-footer Spirit, Which 
Gefeated the Fife-designed Alexandra 
and thus destroyed the hopes of the 
Canadians winning the famous Duns- 
muir trophy, feel proud of the John- 


son “boys” and this latest evidence 
of their gameness. 
Over in West Seattle, last week, the 


yawl was beached and the boat got- 
ten ready for ber long voyage. All 
the woodwork was scraped and re- 
painted, the seams recaulked, the spars 
Fevarnished, the wheel was replaced 
by tiller,

Gerbody. When the boat leaves her 
moorings, she will be as near marine 
perfection as it is possible to attain. 

Lloyd Jéhnson, the twenty-four- 
year-old designer, bulider, skipper and 
third owner, said in reference to con- 
structing the boat: 

ONLY YOUNGSTERS. 

“My younger brother and I com- 
menced building this boat a year ago. 
Three of us own her—Henry Hen- 
key, also of Seattle, my brother and 
myself. Every stick that went into 
her we handied, following out our own 

We laid down her lines on

the main cabin and a plush-uphol- 
Stered divan. She is constructed 
throughout of fir, with the exception of 
the frames, which are all of bent oak. 
The ribs are built to withstand the 
roughest weather. planking is 
en inch and a half thick. Three tons 
of lead are molded into the keel, and 
there are five tons of inside ballast. The 
engine, when we put it in, will be un- 
Ger the companionway, but for this 
orcan race we are going to depend en- 
tirely on sails. 

“We will not take storm sails, but 
Some heavy canvas, and make our own 
Sails in ca find we need them. You 
gee that cou is attended by pretty 
constant winds, so I guess we can rely 
on the canvas we have. That consists 
of 1800 feet divided into mainsail, three 
headsails, jigeer, jigger staysai!l and 
topsail«. ith that set we ought to 
make San Pedro in ten to twelve days.” 

ALL ARE OFFICERS. 

There's only seven of us in the crew, 
and we are all officers. My brother 
Dean is mate, Billy Jack is bos'n, Jim 
Redburn and Frank Rotch are naviga- 
tors and “Stub” Russell is lobscouse. 
Henry Henkey is master-at-arms. We 
figure that we'll need, in all, about a 
ton of provisions, most of which we'll 
get here, and the balance at San Fran- 
cisco or San Pedro. That's the worst 
job of the whole business—filling up the 
grub lockers. You're bound to forget 
something. 

“We've been sailing ever since we 
were in kilts. Really now, I feel safer 
fa this boat on the open sea than 1 do 
in bed at home. Accidents are liable 
to happen, but not any more so than on 
shore. I think this is going to be a 
lucky boat We haven't had a mishap 
yet, except when we caught hold of the 
cable in our 125-mile trial race with the 
Aguila last winter. and thought we 
were trying to pull up the bottom of 
Puget Sound. That cost us the race. 

“We have been building boats ever 
since I can remember. Ted Geary, 
* built the Spirit—the boat which 
won the Dunsmuir trophy from the 
Alexandra, designed by Fife for the 
Royal Vancouver Yacht Cliub—lived 
near us, and there was a bunch of us 
Tlittie shavers who started in by build- 
ing skipjacks. Ours was the Never- 
mind. e bullt while we were going 
to school. Then came the Gwendolyn 
I. with which we won the Mackey tro- 
phy three years in succession. She 
Was @ race boat, about #@ feet over all, 
and 26-foot water line.

“We believe we can win, but one 
never can tell what will happen.

These would have included Yale, Har- 
vard, Pennsylvania, Columbia, Cornell, 
Syracuse, Wisconsin and Georgetown. 
About thirty men were to be selected 
and after a series of trials the "neces- 
sary number to constitute the crew, 
together with the subs, were to have 
been sent. It was suggested that the 
crew might be strengthened by the 
addition of one or more amateur oars- 
— should they merit a seat in the 
shell. 

With the preference shown to the 
coliegians, the rowing clubs threw 
cold water on the plan. They declined 
to help the committee unless the col- 
lege oarsmen were practically elimi!- 
nated. 

Failing to secure support for this 
plan, Julian W. Curtiss made an ap- 
peal to the eastern colleges. He sug- 
gested that each college guarantee 
$1000 ond that a series of trial races 
be held for the purpose of selecting 
the crew, it being understood the col- 
leges would give $1000 each, irrespec- 
tive of which crew was selected. Yale 
and Harvard each agreed to the plan, 
but the other collemes declined. As 
about $5400 is necessary to defray the 
expenses, the committee has practical- 
ly abandoned its efforts to raise the 
amount necessary. 

A movement is on foot at Pennsyl- 
vania which may result in the Quak- 
ers sending a crew to the Olympic. 
An inquiry was received in this city 
from Philadelphia as to whether any 
college crew paying its own expenses 
would be permitted to enter, providing 
no representative crew was sent. This 
query was answered in the affirmative.

STILL MYSTERY} 


WITNESSES AGREE IN STORIES 
OF DIRAMO’S KILLING. 


Ne One Seems Knew of any 
Cause for „ Deed at United 


‘Casting Company's Plant—Defend- 
ant Listens to Testimeny Unmoved. 
Reserved, Even With Counsel. 


“Borsei had his arm affectionately 
about Diramo’s shoulder until he sud- 
denly stepped back to shoot him,” tes- 
tified Thomas Lowery, a witness of 
Emilio Diramo's killing by Constanti- 
no Borsei on January 31. The case 
was on trial in Judge James's court 
yesterday. Lowery is a workman at 
the United Casting Company's plant, 
where the tragedy took place. 

“Diramo was working at a bench near 
me, the Witness continued, and when 
Borsei stepped over to him, the men 
exchanged a few words, standing close 
together and saying nothing that led 
me to believe they were not on the best 
of terms. Then Borsei suddenly 
stepped back and almost instantly 
fired three shots into Diramo. At the 
last shot, Diramo silently ran about 
one hundred feet thro 
about forty feet farther to the corner 
of a house in the yard, where we found 
him lying dead a few minutes later. 
Diramo, who had werked in the shop 


since the fall of 1906, always seemed 


to be on good terms with Borseil, who 
worked over ten months at the foun- 
dry before he returned to Italy with 
his wife in June. I never heard of any 
trouble between the two men, and I 
know of no reason for the shooting.” 

“When Borsel entered the shop,” 
testified Foreman John E. Fouchs, “he 
stepped over to John E. Majyney, spoke 
tol him and was directed by him to 
me. He asked me about work and I 
told him we were about to lay off ¢ 
man. Then he turned to Diramo, who 
was working a few feet from me. Di- 
ramo did not turn around, but the two 
men exchanged a few words of greet- 
ing. Borsei stepped back a foot from 
Diramo and fired into his back. 

“The three shots were fired almost at 
once and all hit Diramo. As a fourth 
shot was fired at Mike Mirando, an 
apprentice working near Maloney, I 
jumped at Borsei and threw him to 
the floor as he was breaking his revol- 
ver to insert a new load. We had a 
tussle and then the other men @ame 
up and bound him, and we carried him 
into the office to deliver him to the 
poliee, who came soon after. Then we 
we into the back yard where we 
foufid Diramo lying dead. I never knew 
of arty lll-feeling between. Diramo and 

reel, and never saw anything that 
would lead me to believe they were on 
bad terms.” 

»I think Borsei may have shot Di- 
ramo and then fired at me because of 
jealousy over our being employed, for 
I know of no r reason for his act,” 
said Michael Mirando, the apprentice. 
„ heard the shot, looked up and then 
Borsel fired at me, but missed me. He 
offered to shake hands with me just 
before he fired and he did shake hands 
with Diramo. I think he wanted to 
seize my hand and fire while holding 


me, but I backed away from him. We. 


were all working less than fifteen feet 
distant from each other, and the shoot- 
ing Was altogether unexpected. I knew 
Borsei in Italy, in Abruzzio, where 
we all came from. I knew him ten 
years ago there, but there was never 
any trouble between us, or between 
him and Diramo, as far as I know.”

| MORE GAS WAR. 
‘TWO NEW SUITS FILED. 

In addition to litigation now pending 
in the courts the struggle between 
contending factions for the control of 
the People’s Gas and Coke company 
has been productive of two new suits 
for large sums of money. They were 
filed in the superior court yesterday 
by L. P. Lowe, as assignee of Prof 
T. 8. C. Lowe. 

In one suit against the People's Gas 
and Coke company, Lowe aske for the 
delivery of $1,000,000 worth of bonds of 
the corporation, alleged to have been 
unlawfully withheld from the Lowe 
Gas Construction company under 
the terms of its agreement with the 
defendant. It is charged that the 
construction company has lost $189,500 
profits, also demanded, by the failure 
of the gas and coke company to carry 
out its agreement fér the financing of 
its properties through the construction 
and the Los Angeles Safe 
Deposit and Trust company. 

In a second suit L. P. Lowe demands 
from G. H. Hayes and R. 8. Heaton 
$100,000 damages, or 1000 shares of Los 
Angeles Safe Deposit and Trust Com- 
pany stock. It is alleged that Hayes 
agreed in writing, last July. to deliver 
2000 shares of the stock to Lowe for 
waiving the execution and delivery of 
a $106,000 note, and that only 1000

PASADENA ON DEFENSIVE. 
Argument was begun yesterday be- 
fore Judge Hutton in the injunction 
suit brought by the Sunset Telegraph 
and Telephone Company and the Pa- 
eino Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
| pany against the City of Pasadena to 
restrain the enfércement of an ordin- 
ance requiring a franchise for the use 

of the streets for poles and wires. 

The suit is considered of great im- 
portance by the corporations, since, 
should the courts uphold the ordinance 
a precedent would be established that 
might ultimately compel them to pur- 
chase franchise rights in other cities 
of the State.

This is 
demonstrated by the statistics jus 
completed, by School Census Marshali 
Henry A. McFarland, which 
that there are now 1197 families here 
as against 1085 for 1997 and 2572 chil- 
dren under 17 years of age as against 
2327 for 1907, a total present gain of 
245. Of these $75 are from 5 to 17 vears 


and 675 are under 5 years. Last year 
there were 1755 children between the 
years of 5 and 17 years of which ten | 
were colored and 592 under 5 yours of 
age.
